On June 30, 2004, James Valley Cooperative Telephone Company (James Valley) filed for 
approval by the Public Utilities Commission (Commission) its 2003 Intrastate Switched Access Cost 
Study. 

On July 1, 2004, the Commission electronically transmitted notice of the filing and the 
intervention deadline of July 16, 2004, to interested individuals and entities. On August 31, 2005, 
the Commission received Petitions to Intervene from MClmetro Access Transmission Services, LLC 
(MCI) and Midcontinent Communications (Midcontinent). On September 14,2005, the Commission 
received James Valley Cooperative Telephone Company's Objection to MCl's and Midcontinent's 
Petition to Intervene. On September 16, 2005, the Commission received Joint Answers of LECs to 
MCI and Midcontinent's Petitions to Intervene. On September 19,2005, the Commission received a 
Petition to lntervene from AT&T Communications of the Midwest, Inc. (ATBT). On September 23, 
2005, the Commission received a Joint Answer of LECs to AT&T8s Petitions to Intervene. On 
September26,2005, the Commission received Staffs Response to MCl, Midcontinent and AT&Tgs 
Petitions to Intervene. 

The Commission has jurisdiction overthis matter pursuant to SDCL 1-26-17.1,49-1A-9,49- ' 

31-1 2.6, 49-31-1 8, 49-31-1 9 and ARSD 20:10:01 :l5.O2, 20:10:01 : I  5.05, 20:l O:27:07 and 
20: 10:27:08. 

At a regularly scheduled meeting of September 27, 2005, the Commission found that the 
Petitions to Intervene were not timely filed. It is therefore 

ORDERED, that the Petitions to Intervene of MCI, Midcontinent and AT&T are hereby 
denied.
